Urges 
Faith In 
Program 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - 
Astronaut John H. Glenn 
warned Congress t o d a y 
that some f u t u r e U.S. 
space flights will fail, pos­ 
sibly with loss of life. He 
urged the lawmakers not 
to lose faith In the space 
program. 


“We don’t envision every flight 
coming back as successfully as 
the three so far,’’ Glenn told a death struggle 
jampacked hearing before th e'rebels. 


Diem escaped unharmed, but 
three persons were reported killed 
and 20 injured. One American 
died while watching the attack. 
One of the attacking planes was 
re.jorted to have crash-landed out­ 
side Saigon and the pilot taken 
prisoner. The other landed in 
Phnom Penh, capital of Cambo­ 
dia, and the pilot was held for 
investigation.

nection between the attack on the 
palace and the guerilla campaign 
being waged against South Viet- 
Nam by the Viet Cong Commu­ 
nist troops from North Viet-Nam

A Vietnamese officer told UPI 
that three persons were killed and 
20 wounded in the early morning 
incident, which occurred while 
Diem was in the palace. He flew

The Bucks County Firemen's 
Association will make its biggest 
decision in its 49 years tomor­ 
row at 8 p.m. in the firehouse 
at Lahaska. 
Presidents and chiefs of Bucks 
County’s 60-odd fire companies, 
representing more than 5,000 fire­ 
men. will decide whether to go 
ahead with the plans to build a 
$150,000 firemen's training school 
and building in Doylestown Town­ 


ship on the tract that has been 
leased to them by the Bucks 
County Commissioners along the 
banks of the Neshaminy Creek. 


The four volunteer 
firemen's 
organizations, the Bucks County 
Firemen's Association, the parent 
group organized 
in 
1913; 
the 
Bucks County Fire Police, the 
Bucks County C h i e f s and the 
Bucks County Firemen’s Commu­ 
nications Association, have all 
during the last five or six years 


approved and passed on the idea 
of building a school. 
At a meeting held Jan. IO at 
the Midway Fire House at La­ 
haska, A. Marlyn M o y e r Jr., 
meeting. He and his committee 
tee of the new firemen’s school, 
expressed regret and disappoint­ 
ment that less than one-half of 
the fire companies attended the 
meeting. He and his com mittee 
were so shocked at the general 
apathy they agreed to give the 
firemen another chance to rally 


forces. 
Robert G o u l d i n g , Erwinna, 
president of the Bucks County • 
Fire Police Association, 
which 
has pledged $1,000 towards th e 
building fund drive, is one of its 
most ardent supporters. 
Albin 
Wagensefler,

panies reveals that the chiefs

company maintainence drives will 
suffer by asking the residents to 
support another campaign f o r 
funds. 
Some want the C o u n t y Com­ 
missioners to shell out $60,000 or 
$75,000. 


Others expect industry to give 
the most of the amount needed. 
Some Lower Bucks fire chiefs 
and presidents saaid: “We won’t 
get a quarter by going around 
and knocking on doors. We can’t 
raise money that way. Our peo­ 
ple aren’t used to it.”
